Bacteriologist Finds ‘Parasite 
Believed to Be Cause of 
Painful Disease.

Hospital, has dis- 
covered a parasite in the blood of 
patients affected by “devil's grip,”

Department of Public Health, — 

“Devil's grip” is.a compatative- 
ly ew disease. It usually Occurs 
in epidemic form and, while sot 
often fatal, it is very painful. 

“The. parasite discovered by Tr. 
Small,” said Dr. Krusen, “has been | 
named the plasmodium pleuro- 
dynia. The discovery, however. is 
awaiting confirmation, . depending 
upon re-examination of patienta 
when the disease again visits this 
community. The- present an- 
nouncement is a preliminary one.” 

Directer Krusen said the disease 
usually makes its appearance itn 
the late summer. Regarding its 
clinical aspects, he said, its onset 
is sudden and jg attended with 
paroxysms of excruciating chest 
pains, simulating pleurisy, and is 
accompanied by fever and painful 
shallow respiration. 

“The paroxysms of pain,” | 
director added, “last from four .o 
24 hours, and tend to recur with 
lessened severity after intervals of 
one to two days of relative com- 
fort. Pain te the most outstanding 
feature of the disease. .

He is e 
author of many books and mono- 
graphs, and is recognized as one of 
the leading scientists of the world. 

His review of the evidences or

William W. Nunn, ‘44, Shoe 
Machinery Firm Cashier, 

Admits to Police He Stole 
to Live, 


PLANNED TO MAKE 
SHORTAGE GOOD 


‘I Have No Vices; Every- 
thing Went for Rent and 
Food,” He Asserts — 
Named in Indictment. 


Supporting himself and six oth- 
er persons, in three establishments, 
was too much of a task for William 
W. Nunn on his salary of $40 a 
week as cashier and head book- 
keeper of the Champion Shoe Ma- 
chinery Co., he pleaded today at 
Police Headquarters, as a reason 
for embezzlement of about $6000 


.during the last three and one-half 


years. 

Nunn, who is 44 years old, ad- 
mitted the embezzlement to report- 
ers and detectives. He has been 
unable to furnish. bong since his 
arrest at Union, Mo., Saturday 
night. He had been staying on a 
‘small farm at Krakow, near Union, 
with his wife and her mother, 
since quitting his position in May, 
when an audit of his books, was 
begun. | 

He was married four years ago, 
for the second time, thinking that 
would reduce his expenses, he said, 
because his four children by his 
first wife, who died: when the _ last 
was born, had been staying with 
their maternal grandmother, but 
they preferred remaining with the 
grandmother and his expen-es were 
increased. In addition, Nunn says, 
he has had to support his invalid 
father at Cape Girardeau, Mo. 

“Couldn't Keep Up.” 

Starting to work for the shoe 
machinery company, which is at 
3718-41 Forest Park bouyjevard, 14 
years ago, when it was sthall, Nunn 
said, he werked hard as the com- 
pany grew and obtained some pay 
increase, but none for the last 
five years. 

“I just couldn't keep up,” Nunn 
said. ‘I meant to put the money 
back, hoping I'd get a saise some 
day. but I couldn’t catch up. I’m 
sorry for my family, but I’m ready 
to take my medici2:2. 


Has No Vices. 
“I was the whole office force at 


first, but I helped build up the 
and finally had _ three 
bookkeepers under me. I had to 
fight for every little raise I got. I 
had a daily contingent fund of 
4300 to $400 in my control, and 
sometimes very large sums. Every 
Saturday I went to the bank by 
myself and got the $8000 to $10,- 
000 payroll. I could have taken 
that &@nd gone to China or Halifax. 

“It took every nickel I made for 
food and rent. Clothes and medi- 
cine were always a question. Three 
and a half years ago I began tak- 
ing money. They say I took $6000. 
I don’t know; maybe it was that 
much, 
gan.ble, and always stayed at 
home. In February I rented six 
rooms on St. Louisavenue for $ia 
a month, because my two daugh- 
ters agreed to live with us.”’ 

“In May company officials said 
they were going to have an audit, 
so I simply maWed in my keys and 
resigned. Since then I've had .in- 
terviews ,with the officials and the 
surety company~that bonded me, 
and they told me there were large 
Giscrepancies. I told them where 
they could find me and promised 
to come in, if they notified me, in 
case they wanted to prosecute me. 
Instead they told the Sheriff at 
Union and he arrested me when I 
went to the store there. I've only 
got $2." 

Nunn was indicted last Thursday 
after an accountant hired by the 
machinery company had told about 
34 checks drawn on the company, 
which, he gaid, apparently had 
been raised after officials had 
countersigned thém. These were 
payable to “cash.”

Mrs. Caroline Aubuchon, 82 
years old, proprietor of a room- 
ing house at 3178A Easton avenue, 
answered the doorbell at 1 a. m.

two men, one with a revolver. 

“You've got plenty of money 
and we want some of it,” the 
armed man said. 

Mrs. Aubuchon obtained eight $1 
bills and a $2 bill for them, but 
they demanded more and marched 
her into a room which they sup- 
posed was hers, but which was 
occupied by Percy Hundley, 38 
years old, and his wife and i12- 
year-old daughter. Hundley got 
out of bed and grappled with one 
of the robbers, and was shot in 
the left thigh by the other. 

The robbers escaped in a taxi- 
cab, which was traced to 4230A 
Easton avenue, where police ar- 
rested four persons who described 
themselves as Roy Renfro, 20 
years old, of 4359 Cozens avenue;

Kendall, in addition, 
confessed to stealing a Ford from 
the Kroger warehouse, Tiffany and 
Fark avenues, July 2, stealing a 
Chevrolet at Harrisburg, Ill., and 
looting a clothing store at Dixon, 
Mo., July 11). 

Hundley is at City Hospital. His 
recovery is expected. 


SHARP EARTHQUAKE SHOCK IN

Bolton said the five-day week in 
his company was begun  experi- 
mentally last year.

PINCHOT’S ‘GIANT POWER’ PLAN 


URGED ON ALL CONGRESSMEN 


Calls for Enormous Output of Elec- 
tricity for Service of All at 


Cheaper Cost. 
By the Associated Press. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., July 20.— 
Gov. Pinchot has extended his 
“giant power” campaign into every 
congressional] district in the 
United States. He has sent a copy 
of the report of the giant power 
Survey in Pennsylvania to each 
member of Congress and with it a 
letter in which he told the Con- 
gressmen that his purpose in send- 
ing the report was “‘the hope that 
it may be of use of you in the 
widespread consideration of giant 
power whicl is coming.” 

“Glant power,” the Governor's 
letter said, “is a plan for supply- 
ing electric current for every pur- 
j Pose to people of America in 
greater abundance and at cheaper 
rates than ever before. It includes 
the ‘production of electricity, , in 
enormous quantities, partly from 
water powers, but chiefly at huge 
coal burning central power sta- 
tions near the mouths of mines; 
the pouring of that electricity: as 
it were, into a great pool of power 
for the service of all: and the sav- 
ing of the valuable by-products of 
coal burned for power. It aims 
to assist and hasten the rapid ex- 
pansion of electric service. 

“The giant power plan whnder- 
takes to prevent the nation-wide 
electric monopoly now almost 
formed from acquiring industrial. 
commercial, financial and political 
control of this nation. It does net 
aim at public ownership, but de- 
mands that in all plans for elec- 
tric development, the public inter- 
est shall receive first considera- 
tion.”
